The new witness against Rens ‘s 
Russell Rinklin, 19-year-old Jef- 
ferson City High School graduate, 
who has been named by Lawrence 
Huegel Jr. of this city in his testi- 
mony as having approached Hue- 
gel, early in the Legislative session, 
with a proposition that Huegel 
permit the use of his narne on the 
Legislative payroll for $5 a month. 

Rinklin had denied this state- 
ment by Huegel previous to tne 
preliminary hearing of Kens this 
afternoon. Following the hearing, 
Rinklin went to Sevier’s office and 
signed an affidavit, admitting the 
truth of Huegel's statement and 
detailing an offer, he said, was 
made to him by Hens. 

Bound Over on Forgery Charge. 

Following the preliminary hear- 
ing, Rens was bound over to the 
Cole County Circuit Court, on a 
charge of having forged and cashed 
a; House clerical payroll warrant 
for $31.50, which was drawn for 
Lawrence Huegel Jr. Huegel tes- 
tified Rens had placed him on the 
House force under an 
ment by which Rens was to pay 
him “a couple of dollars a month 
as cigarette money.” for se of his 
name. Huegel testified he did not 
receive the proceeds of the war- 
rant ‘and did not’.-authorize in- 
dorsement of his name on the 
warrant. 

Rens was released under $1000 
b6nd signed by his mother,, Mrs. 
Carolyn Rens, and his wife, who

In his affidavit Rinklin stated 
that Dec. 20, last, he met Rens

“Several days 
later I received recommendations 
making it possible that- I might 
get a job as a full-paid clerk. At 
this time I found Mr. Rens and 
asked him not to use my name be- 
cause of the circumstances and I 
also told him that I would find 
him a man whose name he could 
use as his clerk,

UNUSUAL GREEK ART TAKEN 
FROM GRAVE OF SCYTHIAN KING 


Gold Plate of Sword Sheath of 500 
B. C. Acquired by Art Mu- 
seum in New York. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—An ex- 


traordinary example of Greek art 


taken from the grave of a Scythian 
King in Southern Russia and dat- 
ing back to about 500 B. C. has 
been acquired by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, it was announced 
today. 

The relic is the gold plate of a 
sword sheath decorated in relief 
with a battle scene between Greeks 
and a barbarian tribe. The sheath 
itself, presumably of leather, has 
long since disintegrated. The gold 
plate is slightly more than ?21 
inches long with the characteris- 
eic side projection for fastening 
the sheath to the belt. 

The quality of the execution is 
described by Gisela M. Richter, 
curator of classical art, as being 
very high. Miss * Richter. who 
made ‘a special trip to HKussia to 
study Scythian antiquities, de- 
scribes the sheath in the tinuseum’s 
February bulletin. 

Excavations in the last hundred 
years have brought to light in the 
region north and east of the Black 
Sea hundreds of graves of Scythian 
Kings rich in funerary equipment.

LEGGE TORETIRE. 
FTER MARCH 4 A 
FARM BOARD HEA 


Many Associates Think At- 
tacks on Policies Influ- 
enced His Decision to 
Quit Public Service. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb, 14. — Alexan- 
der Legge will retire from the 
chairmanship of the Federal Farm 
Board shortly after March 4 to re- 
enter the International Harvester 


Co. 

It had been reported that Legge 
would resign before many months, 
but this action was not generally 
expected so soon after the end of 
the present term of Congress. 

Legge became chairman of the 
Board July 1, 1929. At that time, 
it was stated he probably would 
not retain the post more than a 
year, as the International Harves- 
ter Co., which loaned him to the 
Government, desired his return to 


its service. Legge then felt a year 
was all he could devote to the 
chairmanship. 


Frequent attacks on Legge’s han- 
dling of the wheat situation have 
been made by representatives of 
farm groups and others. To all 
criticism, he has replied vigorously. 
But many of his associates think 
the attacks influenced his decision 
to retire from public service, which, 
in his opinion, does not always re- 
ceive merited popular support. 

Once Avoided Publicity. 

Until Legge accepted the Farm 
Board chairmanship, that he knew 
would throw him into sometimes 
violent controversy with former 
close associates of the grain trade, 
his native taciturnity had hid him 
almost completely from the public 
eye. He was averse to interviews, 
glad enoush to meet his callers 
but Iikelier to question than be 
questioned. To photographers he 
said a firm “no.” 

A new Alexander Legge came to 
existence as director c‘ the United 
States Government's first venture 
into buying and selling on the 
commodity, markets. His position 
brought him to the front pages of 
the newspapers and forced him to 
take a speaking tour around the 
American farm districts to enunci- 
ate the policies and solicit co-oper- 
ation for the Farm Board.

later. With the ending of the long 
eontroversy over relief measures, 
leaders ef both parties predicted 
that the legislative log jam would 
be broken and an extra session of 


Congress averted. The § trouble- 
some loan bill for war veterans 
remained, however, to be dealt 
with. 


The President dispensed with the 
usual formality of sending the bill 
to the Budget Bureau and the In- 
terior Department for their perusal 
and approval. He scanned the long 
measure and signed it. Only his 
two secretaries, Walter Newton and 


Lawrence Richey, and another 


White House employe were present. 
The Interior Department bill, to 


which the rellef compromise was 
attached ag a rider in place of the 
abandoned proposal to give §26,- 
000,000 to the Red Cross, was the 
first of the nine regular annual 
supply bills to reach the Presi- 
ent during the present session. 

Final approval was given the bill 
in the Senate by a vote of 67 to 
15. Less than two hours later the 
well-cdntrolled House, after a brief 
debate, added its O. K. without a 
record vote. 


Borah Attacks Compromise. 


Intense opposition to the com.- 
promise was manifested in the Sen- 
pte, on the ground that it repre- 
sented too great a retreat from the 
position taken by that body when 
it sought to make a direct ap- 
propriation for relief from the 
Federal Treasury. Among those 
vigorously opposing this view were 
Borah (Rep.), of Idaho, Barkley,

The bill -reported to the House 
today by the Ways and Means 
Committee is scheduled to come 
up for action Monday, and is ex- 
pected to pass after 40 minutes’ de- 
bate. It provides for loans to vet- 
erans up to 50 per cent of the face 
value of their adjusted service cer- 
tificates, at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 44% per cent annually, 
superseding the present law, 
which permits loans up to 22% 
per cent of the face value, at inter- 
est rates averaging 5% to 6 per 
cent. The report estimates the cost 
at upward of $375,000,000.

Franchise Provides Far Recapture. 

As amended by the House, the 
franchise provides for recapture of 
the bridge by Missouri, Illinois or 
political subdivis'»ns of either 
state, at net investment value, after 
20 years from time of construction, 

Brenner announced that it was 
planned to make the structure 50 
feet wide, with two decks. The 
upper deck would have two sep- 
arate. roadways for light vehicular 
traffic, one for each direction, 
while the lower would have two 
railroad tracks and two roadways 
for trucks and other heavy ve- 
hicles. Brenner said no railroad 
had been approached yet with a 
proposal for use of the crossing. 
None of the land for approaches 
on either end has been acquired, 
he related, but he anticipates no 
trouble in getting it, saying there 
will be authority to condemn if 
necessary. 

Until soundings are made and 
plans approved,’ Brenner said, the 
exact location of the St. Louis ap- 
proach cannot be determined. An 
engineer has been employed, he 
stated, but he withheld the en- 
gincer’s name. Other officers of 
the Brenner company, Drenner 
said, are his son and his nephew.

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First of Three Negroes Accused 
Convicted of Killing at 


Ste. Genevieve.

FARMINGTON, *Mo., Feb. 14.— 
Lonnie Taylor, 32-year-old Ste, 
Genevieve Negro, was found guilty 
of first degree murder in the kill- 
ing in a holdup last Oct. 123 of 


Paul Ritter, a white man, in Ste, 
Genevieve County, by a jury in 8. 
Francois County Circujt Court here 
this afternoon. The jury recom- 
mended the death penalty, It re- 
turned the verdict after deliberat- 
ing an hour. 

Taylor was the first of three Ne- 
groes, two men and a woman, to be 
tried for the killing of Ritter and 
Harry Panchot of Ste. Genevieve, 
The case was brought here from 
Ste. Genevieve County on a change 
of venue, and separate trials were 
granted. Columbus Jennings and 
Vera Hodges, the other defendants, 
will be tried later. 

Testimony was offered by the 
State to show that the three Ne- 
groes had employed Ritter and 
Panchot to drive them to a boat 
landing on the Mississippi River, 
and there robbed them, then killed 
Panchot and fatally wounded Rit- 
ter, who was thrown into the river, 
He was rescued by the crew-of a 
boat. seized for liquor violations, 
and lived long enough to give his 
account of the attack, 

Taylor in his defense testimony 
said Ritter had insulted Vera 
Hodges, and he had shot Ritter 
and Panchot in self-defense in the 
fight which resulted when he took

The day after the attacks, many 
of the Negroes began to leave Ste, 
Genevieve, for fear of reprisals,

$30,000,000 and $50,000,000 which 
may be used for any and all pur- 
poses necessary in farming. 

“Fourth, the remainder of the 
$20,000,000 may be used for loans 
to farmers for purposes of crop 
production and agricultural re- 
habilitation, which include food 
and other necessities of life. 

“Fifth, it is expected that the 
$2,000,000 revolving fund for use 
in the southeastern states will be 
retained. 

“Thus the aggregaté for drouth 
relief will be $69,000,000.”

Minister of Navy Under De 
Rivera Regarded as Neu- 
tral Likely to Satisfy 
Various Political Groups.

MADRID, Feb. 14.—Scarcely 


taking time for luncheon and din- 
ner, and after a hurried breakfast, 
King Alfonso spent the entire day 
and hight conferring at the palace 
with one after another of Spain's 
important political leaders in a 
personal effort to solve one of the 
most difficult situations he has 
faced since his reign began. 


Gen, Damaso Berenguer resigned 
as Premier in the face of opposi- 
tion to his program for a parlia- 
mentary election next month, and 
tu. King, building another Govern- 
ment to take Berenguer’s place, ur- 
gently summoned Admiral Juan 
Bautist Aznar from Cartagena. The 
summons was interpreted as an in- 
dication that Senor Aznar would be 
offered the premiership. 

He was Minister of the Navy 
when Primo de Rivera established 
his dictatorship, but since then he 
ras not been active in partisan pol- 
itics and is generally regarded as 
a neutral likely to satisfy the sey- 
eral political groups. 

Liberal Leader a Factor. 

The Count of Romanones, Lib- 
eral leader, who more than any 
other individual forced Berenguer 
out, is playing an important part 
in the King’s selection of a new 
Cabinet. 

When he came out from a con- 
ference with Alfonso today he indi- 
cated that he was taking a calm, 
matter-of-fact view of the situa- 
tion and he declared that the new 
Cabinet, whatever its personnel, 
would be a coalition of the Right 
and Left Monarchist groups, cal- 
culated to put Spain on its politica] 
fcet again. 

“It is not necessary to have mar- 
velous powers of divination to see 
@ solution,” he said. “This crisis 
will be solved naturally by a bit of 
common sense. [J don’t know 
whether Admiral Aznar is to be 
Li.imier. That is up to the Kin-~ 
but you can say iuct this will be 
the first constitutional] parliament- 
ary Government since the Primo de 
Rivera dictatorship.” 

Ministry of Royalists Opposed, 

He met with a serious obstacle, 
however, when the powerful Con- 
stitutional party announced that it 
would not participate in any gOv- 
ernment that did not include all 
factions. The King had at first 
planned a “concentration” minis- 
try of Royalist leaders. 

Thus, unless Alfonso agrees to a 
“National” cabinet, embracing Re- 
publicans, Socialists and other 
groups, he apparently faces a min- 
istry composed largely of Liberal 
party leaders, with perhaps some 
Conservatives. 

This would leave the Socialists, 
Republicans and Constitutionalists 
as disgruntied as they were when 
Berenguer was in power, accord- 
ing to political observers. 

Some military groups were even 
reported tonight to be considering 
the possibility of another dictator- 
ship. They were represented, how- 
ever, as being willing to give the 
politicians until Monday to find a 
solution. 

King Meets Opposition Leaders. 

The decision of the Constitution- 
alist party not to support the con- 
centration cabinet was conveyed to 
the King by its leaders, Sanchez 
Guerra and Melquiades Alvarez, 
the latter also chief of the reform- 
ist group. 

Alvarez told the Monarch that, 
in his opinion, the only solution of 
the crisis lay in a constitutional 
convention “with a power superior 
to and independent of the King.” 
The conferences continued into 
the night as the King received 
men of all political complexions. 

It was likely that the discussions 
would continue through tomorrow 
and De Romanones said he di:1 not 
think the members of the new 
Cabinet would be announced be- 
fore tomorrow gight, pending the 
arrival of Admiral Aznar and so ue 
of the other political leaders called 
from other cities. Meanwhile, Be- 
renguer continues as de facto I’re- 
mier until his successor is sele.ted.

Dnieper River Project. 


The Dnieprostroy project which 
Col. Cooper is supervising illus- 
trates how the Soviet authorities 
are working toward the industrial 
goal. He pointed out to the writ- 
er that the rapids of the Dnieper 
River, where the dam is being 
built had landlocked for cénturies 
the rich black earth belt of the 
Ukraine. Catherine the Great in 
1780 conceived the idea of build- 
ing locks around the rapids to open 
this vast region to river t-anspor- 
tation but-she and the succeeding 
czars did little to carrry out the 
plan. The Soviet authoities have 
been in power only 14 years and 
the project is about 65 per cent 
completed. 

Punctuating his remarks with 
rugged out-of-doors expletives, 
Col. Cooper declared that capital- 
ism must meet the challenge of 
Communism as exemplified in the 
five-year program. 

“Every fair-minded observer 
who has been in Russia this year,” 
he said, “‘sees with his own eyes 
the progress that has been made 
all over the country under the five- 
year plan. I challenge any capital-. 
istic Government or ruler to do so 
much under the same conditions 
in such a short time. 

‘The Russian proletariat and the 
peasants look on these great con- 
struction works, and quickly see 
that things are being done for them 
that were never done before for 
their forefathers or themselves. 
Overcoming Big Difficulties. 

“These vast accomplishments 
have done wonders in assuring the 
mass of people that the Commu- 
nists are trying to do something 
definite and tangible to increase 
the standards of living in the coun- | 
try. Sacrifices have been called 
for in the past. Greater sacrifices 
will be called for in the future. 
But with actual achievements 
about them, the people now realize

that the sacrifices have been justi- 
fied. 

‘The leaders of the Russian peo- 
ple have vision. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment in its instructions to me 
made it clear at the start that it 
wanted the best job that could be 
built, irrespective of cost. Those 
instructions have not been changed. 
When completed, the Dnieprostroy 
will be a model of all-around effi- 
ciency, besides being the largest 
plant of its kind in the world to- 
day. 

“Sometimes I have been asked to 
compare the Dnieprostroy project 
with the Keokuk and Wilson Dams. 
Compared with the Keokuk Dam, 
the amount of installed capacity 
at Dnieprostroy is 800,000 horse- 
power, or about five times the ca- 
Upcity at Keokuk. The cost of the 
Dnieprostroy installation will be 
around $110,000,000, as against 
around $40,000,000 at Keokuk. 


“The engineering difficulties in- 
cident to the Dnieprostroy con- 
struction have been vastly greater 
than at Keokuk or the Wilson 
Dam, or for that matter, on any 
other dam constructed in any part 
of the world. The encountered 
difficulties at Dnieprostroy were 
greater in magnitude than can pos- 
sibly be found in the construction 
of any unit on the proposed S8&t, 
Lawrence River development. 

“These difficulties have consist- 


fed of extra depth to foundations for

And now, sixty-five years later, there are reports which again 
excite the public mind—a plan is on foot for a submarine to cross 
the Arctic Ocean from Spitzbergen to Alaska, passing beneath the 


grinding shifting polar ice pack, and visiting the North Pole en route. 


This polar submarine expedition 
is part of a plan I formulated and 
placed before the Royal Meteorolog. 
ical Society of London and other 
well known meteorologists in 1919. 

The plan was based on the stud- 
les and publications of Dr. Bjerk- 
ness of Norway and Dr. R. G. Moss- 
man of the Argentine Meteorolog- 
ical Service, which had drawn at- 
tention to the fact that meteor- 
ological conditions observed in the 
rolar regions were regularly fol- 
lowed by relative conditions in 
more temperate latitudes. 

My plan called for the estab- 
lishment of 32 permanent stations 
within the Arctic Circle and 12 
permanent stations in the Antarctic 
from which meteorological infor- 
mation could be forwarded by ra- 
dio to existing offices for correla- 
tion with other data collected 
throughout the world. 


Weather Forecast Stations. 


I believe that without sustained, 
co-operative information from 
these quarters it is unlikely that 
long range weather foreeasting will 
be possible. 

With careful organization a 
zmneteorological station in a polar 
area would cost little more than 
one in other latitudes. From it, 
other scientific work and import- 
ant explorations could be carried 
out economically. 

My original plan included ex- 
tensive exploratory plane flights to 
select locations where permanent 
bases might be erected and main- 
tained, both in the Arctic and the 
Antarctic. 

The proposal was studied and 
criticised by a committee of world- 
renowned meteorologists: Sir Na- 
pier Shaw, recognized dean of all 
meteorologists; Dr. Simpson, direc- 
tor of the British Meteorological 
Office; Dr. Walker, former direc- 
tor of the India Meteorological 
Service, and Mr. Richardson, sec- 
retary of the Royal Meteorological 
Society. 

Their severest criticism was that 
the scheme was too vast. But the 
possible value of the work was not 
questioned. 

A serious objection was the 
thought that it would be impossible 
to use aircraft in thé polar regions. 
Wireless communication then was 
still uncertain and expensive. But 
I believed planes éould be used suc- 
cessfully in high latitudes, and 
Senor Marcon! assured me that 
short-wave radio communication 
soon would make possible inexpen- 
sive contacts over great distances. 


Safety on Ice. 


Since then Amundsen, Ellsworth. 
Byrd, Nohile, Riiser Larsen and I 
have flown more than 60,000 miles 
in high polar latitudes. With the 
exception of the Italia airship 
tragedy, not a man has been lost. 

The poles themselves have been 
crossed by airships and planes. 

And short-wave communication 
over vast distances has become 
commonplace. 

My Arctic flying with Carl Ben 
Eielson in 1926-27-28 failed to re- 
veal any Jand north of Alaska. where 
a@ permanent meteorological station 
is particularly needed. On the oth- 
er hand, observations [ made led 
me to believe it might be possible 
to establish a base on the ice. ~ 

Before asking men to attempt to 
remain on the ice for a full season, 


however, we must know it is rea- 


sonably safe and that the ice drift 
is not so great as to detract from 
the value of the observations. The 
only way to determine these facts 
is to visit the area and study the 
ice and its drift. 

While primarily engaged upon 
this meteorological plan, it will be 
possible for us to carry out the 
other scientific investigations listed 
above. 


Second in importance doubtless’ 


will be a study of polar conditions

in relation to the development of 
high-latitude air lines. I believe 
air lines across the Arctic Circle 
are sure to come because of the 
tremendous saving in inter-conti- 
nental distances they will offer. 
We must make a particular study 
of compasses, since the magnetic 
compass is useless at the magnetic 
pole and ‘the gyro compass is use- 
less at the North Pole. A combi- 
nation of the two may provide the 


means for accurate navigation. Our 


journey will not be a hurried dash. 
We are not out to pick up just any- 
thing we may find. Polar explo- 
ration has passed that stage. We 
have, as already shown, particular 
objects in mind, 

Yet the possibilities for strange 
discoveries in this unknown field 


are great. 
Between Spitzbergen and the 
pole, Amundsen made a sounding 


of more than 14,000 feet. When 
Elelson and I landed on the ice 600 
miles northwest of Point Barrow, 
we sounded to 18,500 feet, a depth 
of more than three miles. Apart 
from these two soundings, the 
depths of the Arctic Ocean are un- 
known. 

We have no idea as to the con- 
tour of its bottom. Who knows 
what great depths there might be? 
The sounding instruments carried 
by Peary to the pole could .not 
reach bottom. 


Under Ice—What? 


Is there anything in the theory 
that a hole may be found directly 
through the center of the earth? 

What lives in that almost freez- 
ing Arctic water? Every day new 
varieties of animate and inanimate 
matter are being discovered within 
our midst. What might not be 
found in this new and virgin field? 
Many new species of organisms may 
inhabit these polar strata hereto- 


‘fore inaccessible to explorers. 


More than 200 surface vessels 
have been crushed while trying to 
force their way through the ice. 


To force a way through even at 


the edge of the Arctic Ocean takes 
an icebreaker of tremendous pro- 
portions, using many thousand 
horsepower and a crew of many 
men. The cost of operating such 
a-vessel would be prohibitive. And 
no icebrerker yet conceived could 
reach the yo!s Itself. : 

After exhmining every means of 
transportation for a polar research 
expedition of such scope as the one 
contemplated, it Is necessary to re- 
ject all but the submarine. For in- 
stance, our instruments alone will 
weigh 15 tons. Provisions will weigh 
another 20 tons. Imagine trying to 


transport such loads by dog team 
or aircraft! 

With proper preparation and cau- 
tion a submarine expedition can be 
carried out with reasonable safety. 

The Unitéd States has been the 
first to help. A navy submarine 
still worth three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars, but slated for scrap- 
ping to comply with the new naval 
treaty, has been made available for 
the Arctic trip through the United 
Stated Shipping Board. We have 
named it the Nautilus, in honor of 
Jules Verne's famous craft. 


Long Cruising Range. 

It has enormous motive power, is 
176 feet long, has a cruising range 
of 7000 miles, a surface speed of 
14 knots and a possible underwater 
speed of nine ‘:nots. It is being 
stripped of all fighting equipment 
and soon will be ready for its final 
fittings, trial runs and the training 
of the crew that will man it on its 
strange journey over (or under) the 
top of the world. 

We have provided the largest fac- 
tors of safety in every detail. For 
example, we have doubled the cruis- 
ing range we are likely to require; 
we have two 500-horsepower en- 
gines and one auxiliary, and we are 
taking supplies for two years, al- 
though we expect to make the trip 
within two months. / 

We have installed special con- 
duit-like drills operating upward 
from the top of the submarine with 
which to bore through the _ ice 
above us and get air. These drills 
are in triplicate. 

The largest of these is two feet in 
diameter and hollow. Through this, 
after it has boged its way to the 
surface of the ice, the men will be 
able to leat> the submarine and 
emerge upon the pack to con- 
duct scientific studies, or, in an 
emergency, to escape. 

The length of these drills—those 
for admittance of air are 60 feet 
long and the one through which 
the men can pass is 13 feet long— 
is ample to reach the surfacee The 
ice of the Arctic Sea probably will 
range from two to 20 feet_in thick- 
ness. Most of the time we expect 
to find ice not more than 10 feet 
thick above us. . 

Undersea Exit. 

Should the power fail, much of 
the apparatus caa be operated by 
hand, and since the vessel will have 
positive buoyancy at all times it 
will rise against the bottom of th« 
ice at once when not under power, 
thus allowing the men to cut their 
way to the surface in case of 
need. 

Another factor of safety is the 


diving compartment, through which 


a man in diver’s dress can step 
into the water beside the ship. This 
will enable us to make repairs to 


the outside of the vessel if neces- 
sary. 

In an emergency, all the men 
might escape through this com- 
partment and reach the surface 
with the aid of the new “artificial 
lung” recently perfected by the 
United States Navy. We expect, 
however, to use this sea door prin- 
cipally to lower instruments 
the collection of sea specimens for 
scientific study. 

Powerful radio equipment will 
permit two-way communication 
with civilization when an antenna 
can be erected on the ice, even 
though the vessel itself is beneath 
the surface. Experiments make it 
seem likely that two-way commu- 
nication may be established from 
beneath the water. 

Collision with or being crushed 
by heavy floes are dangers we will 


avoid by staying well under the 
Our vessel can submerge to 


ice. 
250 feet if necessary. 


20,000 Mile Trip. 


Contrary to general belief, 


pect to operate—July and August 
—will rarely fall below freezing. 
Sometimes, we expect, it, will ‘reach 
40 or 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The temperature of the water, 
naturally, will be above the freez- 
ing point of salt water. We expect 
it to range from 27 to 32 degrees. 

Nor will there be any danger of 
encountering icebergs, for there 
are none within the Arctic Ocean. 
The icebergs in the Atlantie slip 
off the coasts of Greenland and 
float south. In any case, only 12 
were reported by the Atlantic Ice 
Patrol last summer. 

The total journcy we expect to 
make from New York to London, 
over the Pole, down the west coast 


of America, through the Panama: 


Canal and to Chicago will total 
more than 20,000 miles. 

Starting the under-ice journey at 
Spitzbergen, it is proposed to zig- 
sag across the Arctic Ocean, visit- 
ing the North Pole on the way. 
and to come out of the ice at the 
Bering Strait. The under-ice jour- 
ney will be over a course o° about 
3060 miles. 

Starting about July, we will cruise 
through the Greeniand Straits, 
meeting scatteredh ice and making 
observations of the inflow and out-

Interesting Facts 
About Undersea Trip 
To Arctic Regions 
IFTEEN tons of instruments 
1 will be taken aboard the sub- 
marine Nautilus for observa- 
tions of many kinds. Also 20 
tons of provisions, 

The Nautilus, as remade, will 
have a cruising range of 7000 
miles, and an undersea speed of 
nine knots. 

It will have huge drills, op- 
erating upward, for boring holes 
through the ice to get air. 
These drills are in triplicate 
and one is made hollow and two 
feet in diameter so a man can 
ascend from submarine to top 
of ice after hole is drilled, 

Thickness of ice to be encoun- 
tered varies from two feet to 


20 feet. The drills are long 
enough to go all the way 
through, 


There is a diving compart- 
ment from which a man can 
step out of the submarine upon 
the bed of the ocean. This will 
make outside repairs to hull 
possible if they should be nec- 
essary. 

The temperature of the wa-

As we cruise, a long retractable 
bowsprit will be projected in front 
of the vessel. It will carry a 5000< 
watt lamp which will light up the 
waters for many yards. What fané 
tastic objects may this light ree 
Veal! 

Think of the adventure of push- 
ing 3000 miles through the homes 
of polar bears, walrus and seal! 
Think of the great red submarine 
nosing through the waters, sus- 
pended between the tumbling, 
crushing ice and the almost-fath- 
Oomless bottom of an almost-freezeé 
ing sea! 

Is it the primitive thirst for ad- 
venture, the desire to penetrate the 
unseen and the unknown, to expere 
jence the thrill that comes from 
the presence of danger and the 
satisfaction one feels at facing and 
narrowly cheating . death that 
takes me again and again to the 
polar regions? 

Yes, to a certain extent, but the 
experienced know that there is a 
thrill greater than that of adven-.

to our form of government and our industrial struc- 
ture. He repeats the warning that has been frequent- 
ly sounded by Senator Couzens and others who have 
taken special interest in the problem, that if busi- 
ness does not undertake to solve it and stabilize em- 
ployment the Government will be forced to deal with 
the consequences of unemployment with experimental] 
legislation that may completely change its character 
and result in worse evils. Present conditions have 
been prolific of agitation. They have offered fertile 
soi] among the desperate unemployed for communistic 
and other radical propaganda. The remedy lies in 
changing the conditions, not in suppressing agitation, 
which wotild be as disastrous as any governmental 
experiment. 

The idea embodied in the plan of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce is not new, For two years 
the Post-Dispatch has urged action by indus- 
try to avoid the recurrence of the conditions that now 
exist. Some leaders of business have long held the 
view that it was necessary for industry to make an 
organized effort to avert the disastrous consequences 
of business depression among the workers. Senator 
Couzens has carried on a vigorous campaign for 
action in this direction.

The conditions that exist today and that have 
existed in greater or less degree in every period of 
depression, following a period of prosperity, when 
vast wealth has been earned by corporations and 
distributed to stockholders or held in reserve, re- 
flect upon our democracy; they reflect upon our 
ability to solve one of the vital problems of so- 
ciety—the equitable distribution of wealth and 
the assurance of the means of subsistence 
among all the elements of society which contribute 
to the production of wealth. How can our prin- 
ciples of democracy and of constitutional government, 
guaranteeing justice and equal opportunity to all, 
endure when wealth accumulates in the hands of a 
few, and millions of citizens, able and willing to 
work, skillful in production, are deprived at times 
of work or of any means of subsistence except 
through charity? These conditions cannot recur 
without disaster to our system so long as the people 
control the Government. 

We are not condemning wealth nor its legitimate 
acquisition. We are merely calling attention to the 
failures and abuses of our economic and social or- 
ganization which deprive millions of their fair share 
of the profits of production in which they are neces- 
sary factors.

They have been incident to the pursuit 
of wealth, when they should be the chief cofcern of 
production and employment, to assure content among 
the people and the permanence of demorratic gorern- 
mént. : 

We believe the American genius, which has solved 
many difficult problems and has led the world in 
wealth production, cam solve this vital problem. The 
action of the United States Chamber of Commerce 
is a step in the right direction. We cannot expect 
an immediate solution, nor that all skillful, able and 
willing workers will be relieved cf unemployment and 
what is almost as bad—the distressing and paralyzing 
fear of unemployment—for some time to come. But 
we can make substantial progress to that end, and, 
as Mr. Barnes remarked, this committee is a start- 


ing point. ;

THE PATH TO HOME RULE. 

Recently J. R. Fellers of Sparta, I1l., drew in the 
letter column an ifdictment of light and power 
companies because of their expicitation of the public 
through high valuations, excessive rates and so on. 
He asked if something cannot be done to curb this ex- 
ploitation and suggested the public utilities’ taxes be 
increased to correspond with their excessive valua- 
tions. Mr. Fellers is under a misapprehension in be- 
lieving higher taxes would aid in solving the problem. 
Taxes are legally listed as operating expense by the 
utilities and aré passed on to consumers. There are 
only two methods by which the public can protect 
itself from the greedy public utilities. One is public 
ownership and operation. The other is to refuse to 
grant franchises. ‘ 

A franchise is a vested right. A vested right is a 
property right. A property right enjoys the guar- 
antee against “confiscation” in the fifth and four- 
teenth amendments to the Constitution. The courts 
have held “confiscation” to mean not only the actual 
seizure of property without payment, but failure by 
public authorities to permit franchised public utilities 
to earn a “reasonable return” on the “fair” value 
of their property. Under the law of the land as 


franchise is entitled to claim a valuation undef the 
reproduction cost new theory, regardless of actual 
investment in the property. These are the conditions 
by which franchise-holding utilities escape from the 
authority of municipalities, obtain high valuations 
and, therefore, are enabled legally to charge excessive 
rates. 

It was held by the United States Supreme Court in 
the Detroit street railway case that a utility which 
has no franchise has no right to appeal to the courts 
on the ground of “confiscation.” This decision is the 
key to the situation. Let municipalities issue per- 
mits, by some other authority than their legislative 
bodies, and they retain the right to regulate the utilf- 
ties which serve them. Permits, revocable as a dras- 
tic measure if the permittee does not accept local 
regulation, are the path to home rule.

INGENIOUS, BUT FUTILE. sj 

An ingenious assault upon the eighteenth amend- 
ment is being made in New Mexico by pfoponents of 
a bill which would set up the State in the liquor busi- 
ness. It is that the eighteenth amendment applies 
only to persons, associations and corporations and 
does not prohibit a sovereign state from manufactur- 
ing and selling liquor. This is a gallant assertion 
of states’ rights on New Mexico's part, but we fear 
the United States Supreme Court would disagree. 
New Mexico and 45 other states, in ratifying the 
eighteenth amendment, forfeited state authority over 
the liquor question to the Federal Government. Until 
the country gets rid of the amendment, all euch flank 
attacks as the one proposed in New ‘Mexico are 
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doomed to futility. | 


Financing Missouri’s Public Schools 


State has not supported education as well as it could, says political scientist; ranks 
29th among states in per capita expenditure, while its income taxpayers stand 
13th in average return; increased State aid for schools urged; more efficiency in 
collecting income levy and revision of general assessment methods advised.

UCH has been written and spoken in 
M recent months concerning the frecoin- 

mendations of the Missouri Survey 
Commission, especially with respect to 
State support of education and taxation: 
It is obvious that two questions are of pri- 
mary importance in this connection: the ex- 
tent to which Missouri has supported her 
schools in the past, and her frelative ability 
to support them in future. Three national 
administrative bureaus furnish faifly sat- 
isfactory answers to these questions, 

a . * 


First, the Bureau of Education, in its 
Bulletin No. 5, published in 1930, presents 
statistics of State school systems for 1927- 
28 which reveal that Missouri ranked 
twelfth in total expenditures for education. 
This is not a satisfactory basis of comparti- 
son, however, because it does not take into 
account population and taxable wealth. 

In per capita cost of education, a much 
better basis of comparison, Missouri ranked 
twenty-ninth, and with three exceptiofis 
(Oklahoma, West Virginia and New Mex- 
ico) the states ranking below Missouri were 
either Southern states, where education is 
notoriously backward bécause of economic 
and racial conditions, or Eastern states, 
where the large number of private prepara- 
tory schools reduces the need for public 
high schools. The average per capita cost 
for all states wag $18.17, whereas Missouri 
schools cost.,only $14.99. Again, this bulle- 
tin shows that Missouri ranked thirty-first 
in the cost per pupil in average daily at- 
tendance, including both current expenses 
and capital outlays. 

Thirdly, Missouri ranked thirty-first in 
her expenditures for education out of State 
revenues, contributing only 8 per cent of 
their total cust, whereas the average State 
contribution was 16.2 per cent. Finally, 
this bulletin indicates that Missouri's bur- 
den is not made proportionately greater be- 
cause of an abnormal school population or 
school enrollment, for while Missouri ranked 
twelfth in both population of 8-17 years of 
age and in average daily attendance, she 
ranked twenty-seventh in the ratio of her 
school population to her entire population, 
estimated as of July 1, 1928, and thirty- 
third in the per cent of her total popula- 
tion enrolled in the public schools, 

' . . ' 


Turning to “Financial Statistics of 
States” for 1927, as compiled by the Bureau 
of the Census, we find that Missouri, in 
spending $6.81 per capita for the operation 
and maintenance of all general depart- 
ments of state government, including eduy- 
cational institutions and state support of 
public schools, ranked forty-first. The av- 
erage for all the states was $9.55, and for 
the group of West North Central states with 
which Missouri was classified, the aver- 
age was $9.61. Secondly, Missouri ranked 
thirty-ninth in her per capita expenditures 
for education alone. The nationn} average 
was $3.79, the West North Central $8.88, 
and Missouri's $2.69. 

But what about Missouri's financial abil- 
ity to support education? In this bulle- 
tin we note Missouri ranked eighteenth in 
her per capita assessment of all forms of 
property, estimated at true value. Such a 
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basis of comparison, of coursé, is not en- 
tirely satisfactory because of faulty methods 
of assessment and the obvious inability of 
assessors to get at intangible property. 

“Statistics of Income” for 1928, prepared 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue, shows 
that Missouri ranked tenth in total net in- 
come reported by individuals for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1928; thirteenth in the aver- 
age net return; and twenty-first in the per 
cent of hér population making returns. If 
the total net income thus reported were 
used as a basis for determining per capita 
income, Missouri would rank seventeenth. 
It should be noted, however, that these fig- 
ures represent only the incomes of individ- 
uals which were sufficient in amount to re- 
quire the making of a Federal income tax 
return. Finally, Missouri ranked ninth in 
net income reported on corporation returns 
for the same year. 

While the statistics cited above are not 
entirely satisfactory for purposes of coin- 
parison, they do suggest certain observa- 
tions; namely, that Missouri has not sup- 
ported education in relation to her ability 
to do 80, when compared with other states; 
that Missouri's problem is not an abnormal 
one from the standpoint of either schoo! 
population or enrollment; that her per capi- 
ta expenditures for the operation and main- 
tenance of state functions, including educa- 
tion, have been relatively low; and that her 
contribution for the support of public 
schools out of state revenues has been con- 
siderably below the average of all the states, 

- > i 

In conclusion, reference should be made 
to the Survey Commiasion’s proposal for 
shifting a iarger proportion of schoo! costs 
to the state government. in addition to the 
increases proposed for buildings and main- 
tenance at the state institutions. Appar- 
ently this plan was suggested, at least in 
part, because of the serious condftion of 
agriculture and the relatively high tax bur- 
den now imposed upon farm real estate. 
There is much evidence to support the con- 
tention that agriculture needs tax relief. 

While it may be demonstrated that the 
farm problem is not solely nor perhaps even 
primarily the result of taxes, it seems evi- 
dent to the unbiased observer, assuming the 
above facts and conclusions can be accept- 
ed as being indicative of the existing situa 
tion, that if Missouri is to rehabilitate her 
institutions, educational, eleemosynary and 
penal, and is to support her pubiie schools 
at least in the measure of which she is cap- 
able in comparison with other states. she 
must adopt tax measures which, for the 
present at leust, do not impose furthe? bur- 
dens upon farm property. If immediate tax 
relief is an objective, the fact that such a 
large proportion of local tax revenues, se- 
cured almost entirely from the general 
property tax, goes for the support of schools 
suggests the assumption by the state of a 
share of their present cost as well. 


What can the taxpayer who may be af- 
fected by such a tax program ask in re- 
turn? Without passing judgment upon the 
merits of any existing proposals, the writer 
ventures to suggest the following:

Now the law 
has been changed and Communist 
engineers and technicians, as well 
as non-Communists, are paid as 
high as $6500 a month. There is 
also a system of bonuses, modeled 
on capitalistic linés. 

“There will be more modifica- 
tions as the need is demonstrated, 
and it would be the part of wisdom 
for the United States to help Rus- 
sia make industrial progress and 
thereby speed the day when the 
Communist leaders will see that 
their rigid economic system must 
be changed. 

“The Russians have a perfect 
right to work out their own des- 
tiny. After the American Revolu- 
tion, we were the ‘bad boys’ of the 
world, and every monarch said the 
American plan was bound to fail. 
For what Russia did for the world 
during the World War, we owe the 
150,000,000 Russian people a 
chance to bettef themselves. Many 
of us believe they have taken the 
wrong methods, but we should give 
Communism a chance to prove its 
worth. 


Political Problems. 

“The United States is developing 
its natural resources under the 
private ownership plan and will 
continue to do so. Russia is de- 
veloping her natural resources un- 
the the communistic or state own- 
ership plan and will continue to do 
so until het leaders learn from ex- 
perience that they must change. 
The fyture economic history of the 
world depends on the outcome of 
this unavoidable competition. 

‘Wwe in the United States believe 
that the capitalistic system, imper- 
fect as it is, is superior to the com- 
munistic system. We should ac- 
cept the challenge of communism, 
and we should say to the Russian, 
‘We accept your challenge and it 
permitted we will help you in your 
experiment if every friendly, rea- 
sonablé way.’ ”’ 

“Rut if we help Russia to be- 
come a self-sustaining natién, will 
there not be the danger that she 
will beocme imperialistic and a 
constant menace to the capital- 
istic world?” the writer asked. — 

“T do not think so,” replied Col. 
Cooper. “The danger would be 
greater if we did everything in our 
power to check Russian progress. 
The Soviet leadets I have met—and 
I’ve talked with the highest of 
them all—want an opportunity to 
help the Russian people. As I 
have said, there is as much . 
rance in Russia about the United 
States as there is in the Unjted 
States about Russia. When we un- 
derstand each other, many of the 
present fears will disappear. Many 
years, perhaps generations, will be 
needed to bring Russia up to the 
standards of the Western world. 
The Russian leaders know this. 
They have accomplished ,much in 
14 years, but there is much more 
to be done. 

“If capitalism or private prop- 
erty is the better system, would it 
not be wise to help the Russians 


in their experiment, if for no other/ 


reason than to prove that capital- 


ism can meet the assaults of com-'| 


munism. It is the abuses of capi- 
talism that has caused com- 
munism. It won’t hurt us te elim- 
inate some of the imperfections of 


private property. 


Evidence of Discontent. 


“IT shock many of my rich friends 
and associates when I. tell’ them 
that capitalism has brought on 
communism. Chairman Hawley 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
wanted‘to know if I was an Ameri- 
can citizens, and I had to tell him 
that my people had settled in this 
country over 200 years ago. Many 
seem to think that I have turned 
‘Red.’ Nothing could be more fool- 
ish. 


“When you get right down to 
fundamentals, happiness is the 
yardstick by which we should meas- 
ure our lives. We are not to be 
blamed if we refuse to be happy in 
the knowledge that after centuries 
of evolution ‘only about 7 per cent 
of the earth’s population is now 
reasonably well off, and the re- 
maining 93 per cent are groping in 
economic darkness, with no safe 
beacon to lead them to relief. 

| “We on the American continent, 
north of the Mexican border, rep- 
resenting most of the 7 per cent, 
are in many troubles that could 
have been avoided if we had stud- 
ied the art of government with the 
same intelligence we have applied 
to science and industry.” 

“When we examine communism 
we find that, after all, it is an ex- 
pression of discontent with existing 
economic conditions. When we 
consider that in Germany today 
over 2,800,000 unemployed are re- 
ceiving state aid, and nearly this 
same number of unemployed in En- 
gland are on the dole, we should 
not be greatly surprised if Moscow 
érroneously belleves that a world 
revolution may be approaching. 
Russia Still Backward. 

“By the Five-Year Plan, the 
Russian leaders think they have 
worked out a scheme which will 
put the Russian people on a level 
with Western Europeans and 
Americans. Aided by the tre- 
mendous natural resources of the 
country, the plan is having a large 
measure of success. Other plans 
will follow because Russia is still 
far behind us. She has made 
enough progress to prove that the 
leaders are sincere and capable. 
World peace and prosperity depend 
to a major degree on what we do 
about Russia, and I believe that it 
is of vital importance that we 
eliminate the current hysteria and 
get down to cold faéts in order 
that a formula for ‘what is best for 
Russia and the balance of the 
world’ can be intelligently com- 
posed and put into effect. His- 
torically and economically, the 
rUnited States is pre-eminently fit- 
ted to take a leading and con- 
structive part. For one, I am will- 
ing to accept the challenge of 
Conimunigm and have a friendly 
contest to see whether it is super- 
jor to capitalism. | 

“At Dnieprostroy. at other in- 
dustrial projects scattered about 
Russia, on the State farms and in 
the cities, I have seen what the 
Boviet leaders have accomplished 
in 14 years. Great sacrifices have 
been demanded and endured, but 
the Russian people, even now liv- 
ing under conditions appalling to 
us, realize that their sacrifices 
have been worthwhile. As they 
progress under the subsequent 
Five-Year Plan they will, | am 
cofivinced, demand the return of & 
system of private property. We 
can speed that change by helping 
them in their march,”

9. To weigh the top of the earth 
by means of the gravity machine. 

10. To investigate seismatic con- 
ditions. wing 

11. To study the geological con- 
tent of the earth’s crust at the 
North Pole and gather data on the 
origin of the earth, 

12. To conduct wireless teleg- 
raphy experiments on the flattened 
surface at the Pole.

1200 WANT TO 60:TO ARCTIC 
WITH WILKINS IN. SUBMARINE 


Expedition to Start About July 1 
From Spitzbergen on Way to 
Bering Sea.

BLOOMFIBLD, N. J., Feb. 14.— 
More than 1200 applications have 
come to Sir Hubert Wilkins from 
persons who want to go with him 
on his trip under Arctic ice in a 
submarine this summer. 

Sir Hubert, who came here yes- 
terday to examine specially con- 
structed light’ which will be the 
“eyes’’ of the submarine, said: “We 
have had to eliminate those seek- 
ing to go Only for adventure.” 

Wilkins said the submarine would 
begin its voyage from Spitzbergen 
about July 1 and would cross to 
the Bering Sea, passing the North 
Pole. 

The maximum submerged speed 
of the vessel, he explained, is 14.7 
knots, but the average speed while 
traveling under the ic probably 
will be only about four knots. The 
submarine can stay under water 
for six days at. time, but it will be 
taken up for fresh air at least once 
every 16 hours. The plan is to rise 
to the ice and drill through it, per- 
mitting the periscope and air .sup- 
ply tubes to rise above the surface. 

A crew of about 20 will be taken, 
Sir Hubert said.

Following a conference with 
Dean Edgar Allen of the School of 
Medicine, President Walter Wil- 
liams said he had been assured the 
epidemic was a mild type and that 
there had been no alarming in- 
crease in the number of cases. 
“There seems to be no prospect of 
any serious epidemic,” Williams 
said in a statement. 

The spread of influenza has cut 
attendance appreciably in -some 
classes, Many sick students are 
being cared for by visiting nurses 
at fraterffity, sorority and boarding 
houses.

Madrid—has been added to the 
great collection of Lindbergh tro- 
phies at Jefferson Memorial, vis- 
ited by an average of 1,000,000 per- 
sons a year at Jefferson Memorial. 

The elaborate design of the vase 
and its complex color scheme, pre- 
dominantly in blues and shades of 
gold and brown, show traces of the 
antique Venetian influence. The 
enamel has been fused into the, 
glass. Gol is said to apply it at 
higher temperatures than other 
modern glass-blowers, at consider- 
able hardship and risk to himself, 
A Spanish art critic hag called him 
“a true demon of thé fire.” 

Gol, holder of many medals from 
Continental exhibitions, sent the 
vase from his famous studio in 
Madrid with a note to Col, Lind- 
bergh, concluding, “My art is of- 
fered in the first place to you, and 
in the second, to that, admirable 
North American people who, like a 
sun-ray, illumine the present civil- 
ization of the world, and to whom T 
offer my outstretched hand in 
cordial greeting.” 

Another Recent Addition. 

Contrasting in simplicity is an- 
other recent addition—a _ valve 
stem removed from the plane, 
Spirit of St. Louis,” .in Mexico 
City and presented by the aviator 
to his father-in-law, Senator 
Dwight W. Morrow.

Deputy Sheriffs of St. Clair 
County investigating the murder of 
three men in East St. Louis early 
Sunday two weeks ago, think they 
have established that there was an 
intimate relationship between Jo- 
seph P. Carroll, gambler and for- 
mer policeman, and David Hoff- 
man, East St, Louis merchant, who 
were shot to death in Ralph 
(“Wide-Open”) Smith’s gambling 
flat at 330A East Broadway. Theo- 
dore Kaminski, friend of Carroll, 
was the third man killed. 

Investigators are convinced that 
the three men went into Smith's 
place willingly, although Carroll's 
business with Hoffman, who had a 
good reputation, remains unknown. 


Mrs. Margaret Carroll, widow of 
Joseph P, Carroll, disclosed to 


Deputy Sheriff William Miller yes- 


terday, that Hoffman had called for 
Carroll at his home, 4230 Mar- 
garetta avenue, abou: 7:15 o’clock 
on the night they were killed and 
took Carroll to East St. Louis in 
his automobile. “- 

Earlier in the evening, Hoff- 
man had telephoned Carroll at the 
home of a neighbor. “ ‘Come on, 
Joe, let’s take a ride over to East 
St. Louis,” ” Mrs. Carroll quoted 
Hoffman as saying when he came 
to the house. ‘“‘He was here only 
a few minutes, avi Joe went out 
with him.” Later the three men 
were seen having lunch in a Chinese 
eating house. 

Sunday afternoon, 24 hours be- 
fore the bodies were found where 
they had been thrown into a ditch 
three miles east of Granite City, 
Mrs. Hoffman went to Carroll's 
home, asking for Joseph Carroll, 
Mrs. Carroll related. Mrs. Hoff- 
man told that she had found her 
husband’s car parked a block away 
from Smith’s flat and was looking 
for her husband. 

Mrs. Hoffman told her, Mrs. Car- 
roll related, that when searching 
for her husband that morning she 
had talked to “Wide Open” Smith 
at the front door of his beer flat 
and upon inquiring for her hus- 
band, Smith replied, “I guess he’s 
been kidnaped.” Smith, who au-

IS URGED ON CONGRESS 


Support Among Leaders 
in House. 


By the Associated Press. | 
| WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The 


proposed congressional investiga- 
tion of the oll industry took more 
definite shape today as independent 
producers pressed yrpon the House 
Ways and Means Committee their 
demands for a limitation of petro- 


leum imports. 
Democratic Leader Garner threw 


his influence squarely behind the 
Hoch resolution now before the 
House Rules Committee and Re- 
publican Leader Tilson said such a 
study for purposes of framing per 
manent legislation “might be. a 
good thing.”’ 

“I want a thorough investigation 
that will help, not hurt, the oil in- 
industry.” said Garner. Garber 
(Rep.), Oklahoma, co-author of the 
bill to limit imports for the next 
three years at 16.000,000 barrels 
annually on which the committee 
is taking testimony, said the inde- 
pendent producers were united in 
support of an investigation. 


Robert Penn, vice president of 
the American Petroleum Institute, 
said his organization would be glad 
to assist in such an investigation. 
Because of divided opinion among 
members of the institute on import 
limitations, Penn said, it had taken 
no stand on the subject. 

Questioned by Garner on the at- 
titude of the “Big Four” oil com- 
panies toward the import policy, 
Penn said judging from expres- 
sions at a. directors’ meeting last 
November, the Standard of Indiana 
and Gulf Oil companies opposed im- 
port restrictions. He described the 
position of Standard of New Jersey 
as “neutral” and said Dutch Shell 
“took the position it was a foreign 
corporation and could live under 
our laws or get out of the coun- 
try.”’ 

Testimony in the committee rec- 
ord attributed control of the Gulf 
company to the Mellon interests, 
and of the two Stardard companies 
to the Rockefeller interests and of 
the Shell to British interests.

While most of them 
are working on a five-day week 
schedule, it would be possible to 
turn out in three weeks enough 
cars to fill February’s require- 
ments. The short month always 
more adversely affects the retail 
dealer whose sales efforts are re- 
duced by the loss of three days.

Ford’s production of 55,182 units 
in January was low for a concern 
which has been a pace-setter, but,’ 
following the reaction to recent 
price reductions, Ford plans an 
output of 75,000 units this month. 
Chevrolet, after its total of 70,766 
last month, has set a_ tentative 
schedule of 67,429 cars for Febru- 
ary. 

Outside of the two largest pro- 
ducers, the others in January man- 
ufactured 657,928 units. Reaching 
75,000 this month would be no 
more than a natural increase. 

The first two months uf 1931 will 
see nothing like the production in 
the same period in 1930, which 
reached 585,000 cars, but that 
causes no dissatisfaction with the 
present situation.

General Electric Meeting. 

Some 150 dealers and salesmen 
attended a sales meeting and sup- 
per held by the General Electric 
Supply Corporation at the Mark 
Twain Hotel Wednesday evening.

A radio-phonograph combination 
also has the nine-tube screen grid 
superheterodyne circuit, local-dis- 
tance switch and tone control, and 
may be fitted with remote control. 
A feature of this receiver is a home 
record making device including m!- 
crophone, blank records and special 
record cutting needles. With this 
one can make his own records, then 
play them on the receiver.

St. Louis District One to Show 
Janyary Gain Over a 
Year Ago. 


' January gave indications of re- 
newed activity in building and al- 
lied industries, according to F. W. 
Dodge reports. 

Three of the 13 Dodge territories 
show gains over both January of 
last year and over the previous 
month, Deceraber. Three additional 
territories show gains over Decem-

over January, 1930.

Objection. to Oil Burner In- 
spection Bill Results in 
lts Elimination. 


A speciaj committee of the Real 
Estate Exchange composed of Rob- 
ert A. Burns, H. A. O’Rourke, Ar- 
thur C. Hoehn, Wm.

Hereafter don’t let anybody tell 
you that Al Simmons is not a great 
baliplayer. He may appear awk- 
ward at the bat and lack a cer- 
tain amount of grace in the field, 
but he always manages to deliver 
the goods, especially in a pinch. 
He is a fighter. 

With Bill Hallahan going badly 
at the start the Athletics, if you 
will remember, stépped out and 


got two runs in the first inning.

THE TOWN THAT WAS TOO TOUGH TO DIE 


Tombstone flamed brilliantly for a decade. The 
hills—bleak, ugly, majestic things——-poured out pre 
cious metals: right under the very streets of the 
young city miners worked and brought forth wealth. 

Men and women from every walk of life gathered 
there. Churches sprang up and shoutine preachers 
damned the saloons. The saloons damned right back 
and shot the preachers. Tenderfeet came and quickly 
became old-timers; many were shoved abruptly into 
shallow graves on Boot Hill. For every hundred pros- 
pectors and miners who made Tombstone the scene of 
their boisterous society, came a thousand gamblers. 
schemers, free-and-easy girls, church missionaries, 
honest merchants, liquor dealers, bandits, horse trad 
ers. Nerves were tense; life was pretty constantly at 
high pressure. 

The town operated 24 hours a day. Clank 
ing mule wagons hauling logs or lumber or provi 
sions crawled through the streets in trains, muleteers 
prodding their beasts with profanity and rawhide 
whips. Saddle horse# galloped and snorted up and 
down with their riders. Gay ladies in voluminous 
dresses rode and walked among the throng of busi- 
ness men and loafers, or gathered with the crowd to 
yreet the mail and passenger stage. 


SREQUENTLY the stage horses raced into town 
and were pulled to an abrupt halt before Sheriff 
Behan, whereupon the driver, reported, ‘‘Stuck 

up agin, Sheriff, thar on Skeleton’ Bend 4 
fact verified by the pale faces of the pas 
sengers. Or maybe if the stage didn't arrive on 
schedule a posse rode out to find it tilted 
over, its occupants dead, its horses and baggage 
taken away by maurauding Indians. Old Geronimo, 
lhe real powerful Apache chieftain and vindictive enemy of 

Ed Schieffelin. the white men, terrorized the Tombstone country for 

years. 

Hut the most sanguinary event in the florid history of Tombstone occurred 
in ISX? when the Earp and the Clanton gangs shot it out around the assay of 
fice and in the O K Corral. Wyatt Earp, dignified, long-coated deputy United 
States Marshal, and Virgil Earp, Tombstone’'s city marshal, were leaders of one 
faction. Their strength was augmented by two other brothers, Jim and Morgan 
and by the extremely cool and deadly ex-dentist, ‘‘Doc’’ Holliday, a “‘lunxe 
who openly bet that a bullet would kill him before tuberculosis did. 

They incurred the enmity of [Ike Clanton and his followers. Rumblings and 
threats of war came to a head at 2:30 ona snappy October afternoon, and 
within 30 seconds some 50 shots were fired. Two Clantons were killed and 
two Earps wounded. Billy Clanton, a boy, kept shooting even after he was flat 
on the ground, mortally wounded. In his last moments he asked that his boots 
be removed so that he might die without them on, to keep a promise made 
to his mother. The request was granted. 

“Doe Holliday, thin as a rail, unstrapped a sawed-off shotgun from his 
shoulder at the beginning of hostilities and killed a member of the Clanton 
kang, then turned sidewise toward Ike Clanton’'s pistol, causing Ike's bullet 
inerely to sear his skin instead of puncturing his body. Doe had always boasted

They are the result of centuries of 
specialization, degeneration and adaptation, these 
strange looking creatures with fish poles on their 
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But the goosefish is probably the strangest of all the angler clan. For it feeds 
on water birds that it catches. The exploits of this fish that uses its fishing apparatus 
to attract birds have been legendary. Below is described one of the few scientifically 
recorded instances of goosefish and sea-gull, captor and prey, meeting in mortal 


combat. 


The goosefish is also. known as the monkfish, all-mouth, wide-gape, kettleman 


and bellows-fish. 


Its scientific name is Lophius piscatorius and it is common in 


shallow water both in America and Europe, ranging southward to Cape Hatteras 
and to the Mediterranean. It reaches a length of three feet or more. 

There are numerous tales of the prowess and skill of this game-hunting fish. 
A fisherman reported that he once saw a struggle in the water and found that a 
goosefish had swallowed the head and neck of a large loon, which had pulled it to 
the surface and was trying to escape. There is a fairly authentic record of seven 
wild ducks having been taken from the stomach of a goosefish. Slyly approaching 
from below, they seize birds as they float upon the surface. 

Fish-catching birds are innumerable but herewith is told one episode in the life 


of a bird-catching fish

ing and closing of the angler’s 
mouth. 

This traditional habit has recently 
been established as a fact by a com- 
petent observer. The angler has a 
very “open countenance,’ and on this 
account two of his characteristic com- 
mon names are ‘‘wide-gab,"’ in Scot- 
land, and ‘‘all-mouth,’’ in America. 

Another common name is goosefish, 
given because it is belleved that he 
swallows whole geese, ducks and such 
other aquatic birds as he can lay hold

upon. Nevertheless, however common 
and widespread this belief, the sup- 
porting evidence is scanty. Hence I 


welcome the opportunity to present the 
following case, for the facts of which 
1 am indebted to Deguyieff 
lolevoy of 100 Ridgewood place, Sta- 
ten. Island. 

Mr. Polevoy came to my office car- 
rying a gunny sack having in it a 
ruther large, weighty and flexible fish 
which he said was of a kind unknown 
to him. This measured 3 
feet 1 inch long “‘over all,’’ 15 inhes 
wide over the head, 13 1-2 inches wide 
just in front of the pectoral fins and 
3 1-4 inches between the inner edges 
of the eyes. The huge mouth was 10 
inches wide, straight across from an- 
gle to angle, with a vertical gap of 6 
inches.

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teeth, simply brings it to, or in the 
case of the pharyngeal teeth, toward 
the perpendicular. Such teeth readily 
grasp and hold objects, are easily de- 
pressed to permit the inward passage 
of food, but absolutely prevent any 
“backing out’’ on the part of a live 
object of prey. Furthermore, since the 
bones and cartilages of both jaws and 
pharyngeals are freely movable, it 
seems that this fish might be able by 
working the _ sets alternately, to 
‘hitch’ its prey steadily downward 
into the gullet. 

The fish in question had been 
caught under the following circum- 
stances: Mr. Polevoy and some com- 
panions had gone out duck shooting 
before daybreak on Raritan Bay, New 
Jersey, in a rowboat covered with 
rushes for a blind. In the half-light of 
the early morning, when some five 
miles off shore, they saw about 100 
feet away something threshing around 
on the surface of the water. 


HEY were unable to make out 
what it was. Conjecturing that 
it might be a shark, a dolphin 
or an octopus, they cautiously rowed 
round it several times, getting 
always closer. Presently . they rec- 
ognized a large fish with a bunch of 
feathers protruding from its 
mouth. 

The fish threshed about on the sur- 
face, seemingly unable to sink. The 
men then drew the boat alongside. 
caught the fish with their hands and 
hauled it aboard. They found that 
this (to them) unknown fish had a 
good-sized sea gull so stuck in its 
throat that it seemed unable either to 
swallow or disgorge it. Just why the 
fish did not sink is not clear. but it 
may be that in gulping the bird down 
into its stomach—-as its relatives, the 
pufferfishes, do it—had swallowed a 
quantity of air sufficient to float it on 
the surface of the water. In this case 
the bird, caught by the teeth set 
uround the pharynx, could neither be 
expelled nor swallowed, and effectively 
closed up the air escape, as in an in- 
flated life preserver. 

Once an aquarium pet of mine, a 
minute pufferfish about the size of a 
45-caliber bullet, while distended got 
& bit of oyster lodged in its throat,

But 
you can’t tell a Death Valley gold 
hunter that he won't find it eventual- 
ly. No true son of Coronado will ad- 
mit that the great pocket of gold ore 
found——and lost—by the prospector 
Breyfogle in 1862 can remain hidden 
much longer. Coronado’s Children 
don't give up hope when there is 
treasure to be sought. It’s not accord- 
ing to the Coronado tradition. Like the 
Seven Cities of Cibola, the riches are 
only ‘‘mas alla’’—just a little farther 


on. 

It’s the same way with the lost San 
Saba Mine of the San Saba river coun- 
try of Texas. The mine's nature and 
exact location keep changing with the 
innumerable tales that are told and re- 
told about it, but it is there. (Let 
there be no doubt on this point.) And 
vast wealth awaits the lucky hunter 
who picks up the sandstone trail at 
the old Spanish fort and follows it to 
a certain cave in the cedar breaks 
where aie skeleton will be found 
sprawled over a great heap of silver 
bars. Or maybe it isn’t a cave full of 
silver bars at all, but a silver ledge 
somewhere near the head of Frio Can- 
Or is it that brook in the same 
country, thai strange elusive’ brook 
that flows over pebbles of gold? Quien 
sabe? 

But it’s no matter. The cave, the 
ledge and the brook are all a part of 
the same San Saba legend, and the 
finding of one or all won't dispose of 
the legend. In the cow camps and 
ranchos of the Southwest it is destined 
to life everlasting. So are the legends 
of other treasure illimitable. There is 
Beasley's Cavern with its rich silver 
lode to be sought. There is the Bowie 
Mine and the Lost Nigger Mine. The 
well-authenticated story of the Monter- 
rey Loot flings a challenge at every 
treasure hunter, and there is the gold- 
en secret of the Guadalupes yet to be 
learned. ‘“‘Old Ben’' Sublett learned it 
onee and for vears he brought in a 
bag of nuggets every month or so, but 
knowledge of his 4mine’s location died 
with him. “Go out and find it like I 
did,’ were his tast words. There's the 
Rattlesnake Cave on the Pecos that 
somehow defies rediscovery, and 
there's Yuma’s Gold in the Arizona 
desert awaiting another finder. 

All these tales of lost mines and 
buried treasure, glowing, extravagant 
tales told for generations over the 
camp fires of cow hands and lonely 
prospectors, have found their way at 
last into ‘print and, as related by J.

Frank Dobie, make up an absorbing 
volume under the title ‘‘Coronado’s 


Children.’ The book, which was the 
February selection of the Literary 
Guild, has just been published by the 
Southwest Press of Dal. 
las, Texas. 

“These tales are not 
creations of mine,” 
writes Professor Dobie. 
(He is professor of En- 
glish in University 
of Texas.) “They be- 
long to the soil and to 
the people of the soil. 
like all things that be- 
long. they have their 
roots deep in the place 
of their being, deep, 
too, in the past. They 
are an outgrowth; 
they embody the geniuses of diverg- 
races and peoples who even 
while fiercely opposing each other 
blended their traditions. However, all 
this may be, the tales are just tales. 
As tales I have listened to them in 
camps under stars and on ranch gal- 
leries out in the brush. As tales, with-

tried to set them down. .... 

“The fact of California gold, which

An amazing thing about them is that 
they seem to be increasing rather than 
diminishing in number; they are in- 
credibly, astoundingly numerous-—as 
are the people who tell them and half- 
way, at least, believe them. ... These 
people, no matter what language they 
speak, are truly Coronado’s inheritors. 


HEY follow Spanish trails, buf- 
falo trails, cow trails; they 
dig where there are no trails; 
but oftener than they dig or prospect 
they just sit and tell stories of 
lost mines, of buried bullion by the 
jack load, of ghostly patrones 
that guard treasure, and of a thou- 
sand other impediments, generally 
not ghostly at all, that have kept 
them away from the wealth they are 
so sure of.’ 

To judge from the legends set forth 
in Professor Dobie’s book, the west 
half of the State of Texas, and particu- 
larly the Big Bend region where the 
emuggiers used to run riot, is a sort of 
national cemet?ry for bandit loot. The 
Pecos, the Nueces and the Llano rivers 
ripple over ancient cannon crammed 
to the muzzle with 
gold, and ground squir- 
rels dig their burrows 
in silver-plated crevass-

for example, the thrilling story of 
“the Monterrey holdup stuff." In- 
deed it may be that the Monterrey 
loot has actually been found. Or some 
of it, anyway. A lot of people are g0- 
ing to be watching for Bill Cole's in- 
come tax report this year. Bill Cole, of 
Valentine, Texas, has spent years look- 
ing for that Monterrey stuff and re- 
cently he announced he would “lift 
out the wad" in a couple of weeks. 
Then he suddenly became silent about 
the progress of his digging and began 
to show evidence of marked prosper- 
ity. He is said to have been inquiring 
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with some nervousness about the in- 
come tax laws, too, and it is asserted 
also that he infuriated a pious black- 
smith not long ago by approaching 
him with a proposition to melt down 
some cathedral candlesticks ‘‘in case I 
find some pretty soon.” They are 
keeping an eye on Bill Cole in Jeff 
Davis County, Texas. Why wouldn't 
they? That Monterrey stuff must have 
totaled $860,000. On the ranee in the 
Big Bend country the cowboys. still 
sing a folk ballad about Red Curly’s 
bandits and the ‘‘wagon load of gold’’ 
they hid at E) Muerto Springs. 

It happened in 1879—the Monter- 
rey holdup. [t was more than a holdup. 
It was a devastating raid. The raiders 
were mostly Mexicans, Juan Estrada’s 
band of 19 robbers and rustlers who 
for sometime previously had terrorized 
the Big Bend region by painting them- 
selves like Apaches and swooping down 
upon cattle herds and stage coaches. 
Just before the Monterrey affair they 
were joined by four American outlaws 
who had escaped the noose in the Lin- 
coln County cattle war and had made 
for the border. These outlaws were 
Jim Hughes, Zwing Hunt, Red Curly 
and Doc Neal. They were desperate 
men, all of them, and they had a des- 
perate plan. Under their leadership 
the plan worked. 

The first phase of it was to seize 
enough mules from the United States 
troops at Fort Davis to outfit their ex- 
pedition and then conduct the flying 
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swoop upon the riches of ancient Mon- 
terrey. 

They had no trouble in making an 
alliance with the Estrada gang. One 
morning when a detachment of 99 Ne- 
groes under a white lieutenant went 
out unarmed from Fort Davis to cut 
hay for the cavalry horses, the 20) 
Mexicans and four American desper- 
adoes rose from their place of conceal- 
ment in the tall grass and opened fire. 
Only one Negro escaped alive. Picking 
out 25 mules and supplying them- 
selves with ample provisions, the gang 
headed south across the Rio Grande. 

‘A day’s ride below the Presidio del 
Norte crossing,’ writes Dobie, ‘Es- 
trada of the Mexicans and Hughes of 
the Americans halted their followers 
to load the mules with guano from the 
immense bat caves still to be found 
in that mountainous region. Posing as 
traders, they then weht on into Mon- 
terrey and sold their guano at $100 
a ton.

HEIR character thus estab-

More than 
300 strings of beads and many rings 
were sold. 

A portion of the basement was al- 
lotted to her collection of white, re- 
markably fine sand. The sand had 
been thoughtfully arranged in rows 
of baskets and pails. 

Hickory nuts, nearly 75 bushels, all 
neatly husked and tied in bags, were 
in the big kitchen. Some of the bags 
held nuts in which the meats had 
dried away to a powder. 

Ten balls of tinfoil, all tightly and 
neatly rolled, were located on the 
parlor floor. The balls weighed from 
five to ten pounds each. 

Nearby were found box after box of 
iron and copper shavings from metal 
works, laboriously gathered and 
packed. Many boxes of cleaned empty 
egeshells, kept in the kitchen, had 
been carefully classified after some 
mysterious plan. 


RS. FIELD was an interested 
M reader of newspapers and kept 
a hundreds of bundles of old edi- 
tions and extensive collections of news- 
paper clippings. 

When enough merchandise had been 
removed from the rooms so that work. 
ers could walk about easily, it was 
seeii that the walls of the living rooms 
on the first floor were literally pa- 
pered with pictures.

Women buyers purchased cartons of 
soap, bolts of towel materials and 
large boxes of washing powders. 

A pathetic feature of the accumula- 
tion was that many of the packages 
had never been unwrapped. 

About 100 brilliantly colored hats 
had satisfied Mrs. Field. Charming 
cameos, 500 women's vests, 1000 pairs 
of stockings and 1000 dresses were 
sold by the auctioneer. 

A portrait of Mrs. Field, made when 
she was 18, shows a lovely girl with 
a child-like face, whimsical eyes. 

Neighbors and old friends in Edger- 
ton say that Miss Ida Moulthrop was 
known as a popular beauty and a girl 
with affectionate parents and a busy 
social life. Though she is believed to 
have had three husbands, she went by 
the name of her first, Fred Field. 

A picture of Mrs. Field made 640 
years later, just before her accidental 
death, shows a face marked chiefly by 
shrewdness, although the faint irony 
and whimsical spirit are still there.

When the scattered relics of An- 
dree’s body were discovered on White 
Island by the crew of the Bratvaag, 
there were found among other things, 
in the left inside pocket of his jacket, 
& memorandum book and a lead pen. 
cil. This book contains the last notes 
written by his hand, but unfortunate- 
ly they have come to us in a very frag- 
mentary condition. 

The place where Andree sank into 
his last slumber, which was marked 
merely by the clothes that had covered 
the upper part of his body, lay so high 
up against the slope of a cliff that the 
ice which covered it must have melted 
away and formed anew several times 
during the thirty-three years since his 
death. 

As a result, the memorandum book 
must have been exposed incessantly to 
the action of the air and the summer 
heat. Mold has grown richly from 
the glue of the covers of the book. 


N CONSEQUED?ICE, only the outer 
| cases of the pages have been pre- 

served, while the parts of the 
leaves lying toward the back of the 
book have in many places become en- 
tirely pulpified. 

In spite of the extreme care taken 
to preserve the written parts it has 
not been possible to save more than 
a few fragments of Andree’s last 
words for coming generations. 

The text embraces no more than 
four and one-half pages. His notes 
appear to have ceased entirely shortly 
after the landing on White Island on 
October 5. 

Highest up on the first page there 
seems to have been the number of the 
year, 1897. The text on this page 
appears to refer to the events on the 
ice floe. The first line ends with the 
word ‘“cutting-up’ and .thus speaks 
about work carried out on some hunt- 
ing booty. 

Two lines lower down can be read, 
“The hut hung,’’ which can hardly re- 
fer to anything other than the posi- 
tion of the house, already mentioned,

In addition we find ‘‘fieldglass (7) 
—observation,” and ‘the lowland,” 
notices which we may suppose deal 
with an orientation made from the ice. 

Finally, last on the page, there is 
the word “‘island.’’ and this can mean 
nothing but White Island. 

On the following page mention is 
made of the morning of the 5th, and 
as the page begins with the words ‘‘in 
the evening 5"’ this seems to mean the 
time when the notes were made. It is 
the day when Strindberg states that 
the moving to shore took place. 

This is in good agreement with the 
statement in the text found lowest 
down on the page that they had chris- 
tened a place-—undoubtedly situated 
on White Island—by a name of which 
we can now merely” distinguish: 
yo A ee place.”’ 

There is something tragic in this 
destroyed text. How great would it 
not be if we were now able to give 
to this place on the map of the world 
the name it received from the first 
geographical explorers ever to land 
there—Andree and his men. 

Mention also is made on this page 
of ‘‘glaciers and northern lights.” 


The following page is dated the 6th, 
and the two and a half pages of the 
diary text which now remain have, 
consequently, described the events of 
the day or days immediately after the 
moving to land. On the third page 
mention is made of heavy wind. 

In addition, the text seems to have 
contained notices concerning the phys- 


ical features of the island. Mention is 


made of ‘‘stone-brash,”’ ‘‘gravel,’’ and, 
possibly, ‘‘great ridges.’’ 


HE page concludes with this 
text: ‘“‘in darkness....in the 


snow-hut....(t)ransport of the 
goods....neighborhood, This was 
(d)one.” 


We remember that in his almanuc 
for October 6 Strindberg has noted: 
“Snow storm, reconnoitering,’’ and, 
for the next day, ‘‘moving.’’ Under 
such circumstances we seem entitled to 
give the following reading of the frax- 
mentary text: 

Amid heavy wind with mingled snow 
and rain the explorers have reconnoit- 
ered the ice-free southwest point of 
the island, and have found that the 
ground consists of stone-brash and 
gravel.

Down by the shore the sledges re- 
main drawn up to the spot where the 
landing was made. They have, how- 
ever, found a place higher up on shore 
which has been chosen as the camp- 
ing place—-evidently the same which 
was found by the Bratvaag—and there 
they probably prepare to start or 
work upon the construction of a snow- 


‘hut. 


Then the goods are transported from 
the shore to the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the camping place. 

It seems most probable that 
this is the ‘‘moving’’ noted by Strind- 
berg on October 7 that we meet in 
the fragmentary text at the bottom of 
page 3. | 

On the following page mention again 
is made of the glaciers. And, at the 
bottom, there is an evident reference 
to the ivory gulls in the following text, 
with one or two proposed interpola- 
Ti ook and intestine...... en- 
vious now give...... impression (not 
of) innocent white doves but of (real) 
carrion birds.’’ . 

This is the last of the many obser: 
vations on natural features written by 
Andree during his life. 

We have now reached the last page 
of Andree’s diary notes. 

Although not more than half of the 
side has been written on, still, 
from our point of view it is the rich- 
est in contents, for here mention is 
made of “the tent’’ and “the hut’’ 
and then the notes conclude with the 
following lines: 

“Eriseweee : . oaks to move about a 
es 6 wee (p)ermits.”’ 

The content of this seems to have 
been: the weather is bad and they 
fear they will be obliged to keep with- 
in the tent the whole day. It is evi- 
dent that they are planning, perhaps 
are even engaged on, the task of build- 
ing the before mentioned hut, which 
is to give them better protection 
than the weak tent. 

Finally, they intend to collect drift- 
wood so as to be able to move about 
within the little space afforded them. 
Exercise is, of course, of great im- 
portance if they are to keep heart. 

We now know that a hut was never 
erected, and that the tent was evident- 
ly the one of which the remains were 
discovered around about Fraenkel’s 
body on the visit of the Isbjorn on 
September 1, 1939. 

Near this spot was driftwood, evi- 


dently carried there and piled up. 

It is not possible to name the day 
on which Andree laid down his pen 
forever. To judge by appearances, 
however, his notes did not extend he- 
yond the first week in October. 

What has now been given is all that 
we learn respecting the arrival of the 
Andree explorers at the place where 
they were to die—the place where they 
were to remain hidden from the world 
for a third of a century. 

There remains but one last word 
from the three. It is that written by 
Strindberg in his almanac on Sunday, 
the 17th: ‘‘Home 7.5 o'cl. a. m.”’ 

From that moment there is nothing 
but inexorable silence, the whole deso- 
late silence of the polar world has en- 
closed the three heroes in its icy em- 
brace. 

What time passed before it put an 
end to their existence? A precise an- 
swer will never be possible. 

What happened on the 2d of Octo- 
ber seems to have been a catastrophe. 
On that day the notes in Strindberg’s 
observation book cease. 


NE may object that, after the 
() iesaine on the 5th no fresh ob- 

servations were necessary; their 
position had now become fixed. But 
on Oct. 3 all Fraenkel’s notes—in the 
journal of meteorological observations 
he had hitherto kept religiously— 
come to an end. 

Andree’s first diary ends at the same 
time. Strindberg has made daily re- 
marks in his almanac up to Oct. 7 and 
Andree has continued his description 
of the lot of the expedition to about 
the same date. 

Then their voices become silent, to 
be heard only once more in Strind- 
berg's short note on the 17th. 

Has the situation, from being ‘‘ex- 
citing,”’ as Strindberg expressed it, 
developed into one that is serious-—so 
serious that it has made them lose 
heart? 

This is the great note of interroga- 
tion at the close of Andree’s, Strind- 
berg's and Fraenkel’s journey. 

If a vague answer to this-query Is 
anywhere to be obtained, it must be 
sought for in the remains of the White 
Island camp that have now been 
brought back to Sweden.

Frequent holdups, robberies, fights 
and murders contributed to the ad- 
venturousness of Tombstone life. The 
luw was there also, for the town be- 
came a center of frontier government 
and ultimately the county seat. But 
the law had a fight on its hands a 
good deal of the time. 

So through the ‘80s Tombstone 
flared like a rocket. Then its silver 
mines petered out, and like a spent 
rocket the tough, roaring town began 
to fade. For silver and copper nuggets 
rammed their shining heads out of the 
hillsides in several other parte of Ari- 
zona, and the crowds pounced upon 
them. In the warm and fertile valleys 
u portion of the State’s rapidly grow- 
ing population began to farm, with iIr- 


rigation water diverted from mountain 
streams. Commercial interests began to 
center at Phoenix, Miami, Globe, 
Douglas, Bisbee, Yuma, Tucson. Citi- 
zens deserted Tombstone and new- 
comers passed it by. One by one its 
business houses closed and its resi- 
dences emptied. Only the county of- 
fices kept a little business alive, for 
Tombstone, wicked old town of the 
past, was, after all, the county seat. 

But Bisbee and Douglas, bustling 
places whose hills still yield their min- 
eral wealth, vegan to cast acquisitive 
eyes at Tombstone. Their citizens ob- 
jected to traveling daily to a mere 
village just because that village held 
the courthouse. 

There were memories of political 
importance, however. Repeated coun- 


ty elections, brought about by the two 
bigger towns, each of which wanted 
the county seat honor, ended with 
Tombstone victorious. Partly because 
Bisbee and Douglas—twins, almost, in 
size—neutralized each other’s votes in 
their rivalry; partly because voters in 
other parts of Cochise County were 
swayed by the sentiment surrounding 
Tombstone.
